In both trials Henwood took the 
stand as the principal witness for 
the defense. He confessed the killing 
and pleaded self-Jefense.

ETERINARIANS 
-IN CONVENTION. 


A cow may be the picture of per- 
fect bovine health and still be infected 
with tuberculosis, according to the 
findings of the California State Vet- 
erinary Medical Association, which is 
in session here. To prove this posi- 
tively, four cows which gave a reac- 
tionary test with tuberculin were 
shipped from Redlands and Pasadena 
to the abattoir of the Hauser Packing 
Company and killed yesterday after- 
noon. . 

Although in apparent condition their 
digsection proved them to be in var- 
fous stages of tuberculosis, two of 
them far advanced. The effects of 
this on the milk and on the 
meat were extensively discussed to de- 
termine the actual danger of conta- 
gion to human beings as well as to 
cattie in the same herd. 
This is only one of the interesting 
things the veterinarians planned for 
the convention. A clinic demonstrat- 
Ing the relief of horses and dogs suf- 
fering from the same disease will be 
given today at the Carr & Stephens’ 
Hospital on South San Pedro street. 
The asseciation banqueted at the 
Hollenbeck hotel last night, about 
eighty doctors from all parts of the 
State being present. Dr. R. T. Whit- 
tlesey acted as toastmaster and intro- 
duced Dr. W. E. D. Morrison to wel- 
come the members from the North. 
Dr. David F. Fox of Oakland respond- 
ed for the visiting delegates. Dr. 
John L. Tyler spoke of the work which 
has been done by the association in 
Southern Califbrnia.

JUDGE WELLBORN FETED ON HIS 
SEVENTIETH BIRTHDAY. 

| Venerable Jurist Breaks Down as 
He Endeavors to Reply to Unexz- 
pected Demonstration in His 
Honor by Attaches of District 
Court and Federal Building.

The language of flowers, the kindiy 
eye, congratulatory speeches, and the 
hearty hand-shake of everybody con- 
nected with official life at the Federrl 
buliding, all gave bon voyage to Judge 
Wellborn yesterday, on the occasicn of 
the seventieth anniversary of his 
birth. — 

The court room was a wilderness of 
bloom, the gift of the official ‘ami'y 
of the United States District Court. 
A beautiful floral bow spanned the 
bench, the desk itself bore great oou- 
quets of American Marecha! Neil and 
Cecile Brunner roses, with a big 4is- 
play of Shasta daisies, orange 
some and hydrangeas arranged with 
aplendid effect; while the passazeway 
of the judge from chambers to chair 
was fairly carpeted with flowers of 
every hue. In the rear a handsomo 
American flag covered the wall, bear- 
Ing the figure “70” and decorated with 
fern and flowers. 

- The room was packed with officia’s 
and friends of the venerable juyist. 
As he came frem his chambers, he 
took in with a giaaoce the picture that 
had been made by his appreciative 
friends and plainiy showed his om- 
barrasmment. He was about to begin 
the usual proceedings when District 
Attorney McCormick begged the .ndu:- 
gence of the court to make a few re- 
marks. 

The District Attorney paid an elo- 
quent tribute of appreciation te the 


seplendid record made by Judge Well- 


born during the eighteen years that 
he had presided here, and declared 
that his friends would be guilty of in- 
gratitude if they allowed the occasio. 
to pass without voicing their senti- 
ments an@ letting him know their feel- 
ings concerning him. Speaking of :he 
growth of business in the court and 
the further fact that Judge Wellborn 
has done the work of three judges, 
MeCormiick said: result of vour 
work speaks for itself. It is not for 
me to indulge in any explanation of it 
or ite effects. However, the greatest 
and noblest thing in my mind In your 
Honor’s career is not the work ac- 
complished, but the esteem and affcc- 
tion in which your Hqnor is held as a 
man.” 

The speaker sald that under the 
Federal law it is now possible for the 
court to tender his resignation and 
receive full pay during the remainder 
of his life, but he indulged the hupe 
that he would not do so. 

Oscar A. Trippett, on behalf of tye 
bar of the district, extended his conf- 
gratulations, and paid worthy tribute 
to the patience and good will always 
in evidence during ali the varied liti- 
gation that had been dispos:i of. 

W. H. Rowland, a member of the 
trial jury in service, extended the con- 
gratulatione of that body to ths court. 

Judge Wellborn was scarcely able 
to reply for emotion. Several times 
he broke down entirely. He said that 


he was ill-prepared for the display of 


floral beauty all around him or the 
kindly and sympathetic remarks of his 
friends, but that he wished te say 
something of the appreciation he felt 
to those responsible for it. He de- 
clared that it was Impossible for him 
pto find words to suitably express the 
gratitude he felt, and the comfort and 
satisfaction of friendly greeting that 
he had received. fully realized 
he said. that no judge could hope to 
make a success without the earnest 
support of the members of the bar, 
and for that reason he had always 
tried to be courteous and kind w oll 
of the officers of the court and those 
interested in the »sdministration of jur- 
tice. Judge Wellborn paid a high trib- 
ute to the jurors whe have servel tn 
his court. 

On the subject of his retirement 
from the Dench, Jud::* Weliborn said:

of any early resignation: I feel quite 
content te continue with this work so 
long as I am competent intellectualty 
and physically to perform it. What 
will be my course in the future I shall 
not undertake to say, except that my 
purpose is as long as Providence may 
biess me with mind and body adequate 
to the work, to continue in its duties.

TO ENFORCE LAW 


Licensed Body in Phoeniz to 
Run Down Blind Pigs. 


Present Summer. Season Is

‘PHOENIX (Ariz.) June 17.—In or- 
der to head off prohibition in the fu- 
ture and to confine the liquor dbusiness 
to licensed liquor dealers, the whole- 
sale and retail liquor men of .Phoe- 
nix and hotel-keepers have formed an 
organization which will have as its 
sole purpose the enforcement of laws 


relative to liquor selling. The Chief 
of Police and Sheriff have been of-

“blind pigs.” Any sale of liquor in 
considerable quantity is to be traced 
down, to prevent, if possible, reselling 
in the rural districts of the county, 
wherein prohibition is now in effect..

From San 
Francisco  fifth-class rates have 
dropped from $1.24 to 93. cents.

JEFFRIES, BAD OSTRICH. 


Suspected of Being a Wife-Siayer 

and }‘cur Eggs Are. Missing, Whith 

Adds ta Mystery. 

SAN JUAN CAPISTRANO, June 18. 
—Jim Jeffries, ostrich, has added 
wife-murder to the list of misdeeds 
that have marked his career at Rev. 
Alfred Quetu'’s farm here. A _ few 
weeks ago a priest who wandered in- 
to Jeffries’s pen to take a picture had 
to fight for his life, and escaped 
through the fence exhausted. Two 
weeks ago a hog made a miggake and 
got into Jim's ring. with the result 
that one powerful kick broke the 
hog'’s skull. Today Jim is suspected 
of having killed his mate, and, along 
with that suspicion comes @ mystery 
of the disappearance of four ostrich 
eggs from Rev. Mr. Quetu’s farm. 

The female was setting on four 
monster eggs, and the keeper was 
looking forward to the day when he 
would have four more chicks in the 
flock. But some time during the night 
the female was set upon, supposedly 
by her angry spouse. It is said that 
a female who neglects her nest is 
often chastised by the male. That may 
have been the reason Mrs. Jim was 
found dead with a ragged hole torn 
fin her side. The keeper thinks the 
wound was inflicted by her mate, but 
he can’t explain another circum- 
stance, the four eggs are gone. If 
Jim Jeffries proved to be an egg-eat- 
er, he must have swallowed them 
whole, for there is not a sign of wast- 
ed shell or yolk. The only other the- 
ory is that some passer-by got the 
eggs, and now has them secreted at 
home in an incubator.

GREAT IRRIGATION PROJECT. 


Two Huridred Thousand Acres Will 

Be Opened Up in Imperial Valicy 

by the New Enterprise. 

IMPERIAL, June 18.—About 200,- 
000 acres of mesa land will soon be 
opened up east of Imperiai.. This tract 
will receive its water supply through 
an all-American canal out of the 
Colorado River, which contains sur- 
plus water éufficient to 1 te an 
area three times as great as t en- 
tire Imperial Valiey, in its usual 
ditions. This land has been declared 
by a soll expert to be the best fruit 
land in Southern California and wel) 
adapted to fruit growing. The open- 


the front in this. valley the fruit in- 
dustry. As yet it ig still in the ex- 
perimental state, but where it has re- 
ceived .serious consideration it has 
much more than made good. Given 
the proper soil, the Imperial Valley 
will furnish all else that is needed to 
make this one of the greatest fruit 
sections in California. 

In addition to furnishing the water 
for irrigating this vast acreage, the 
new canal will also develop enough 
power to run the machinery of the 
valley for probably all time. It is 
considered a conservative estimate by 
experts that the canal will carry 50,- 
000 horse power. 

J. Lippincott, the assistant en- 
gineer of the Los Angeles Aqueduct, 
is the authority on the project, and 
the following recommendations made 
by him a few days ago will likely be 
followed by those in charge as soon 1s
